As 
the ſucceſs which attended theſe firſt enterpriſes 
by no means anſwered the expectations of thoſe 
by whom they were ſet on foot, the two latter 
courts, who had profit only for their object, re- 
linquiſhed the project when they found them- 
ſelves diſappointed in ſharing the prize.

In 1614, George Spitzbergen, with a ſtrong 
ſquadron of Dutch ſhips, paſſed the Streights 
of Magellan, and after cruizing for ſome time 
with various ſucceſs againſt the Spaniards, ſer 
fail from Port Nativity on the coaſt of Peru, 
on his return home. In his paſſage, in 19 deg. .

the diſcovery of a new paſſage to the South Seas. 
The ſubje&s of the States of Holland being 
prohibited, by an excluſive charter to the Eaſt- 
India Company, from trading either to the 

Eaſtward by the Cape of Good Hope, or to the 
Weſtward by the Magelanic ſtreights, ſome 
private merchants, conſidering this prohibition: 
as a hardſhip, determined, if poſſible, to trade 
to the Southern countries by a tract never before 
attempted. With this view they fitted out the 
ſhips already mentioned, dne of which, the 
Hoorn, was burnt in careening, at King's Iſland 
on the coaſt of Brazil, and the other left ſingly 
to purſue her voyage. Having ſaved what 
ſtores they could reſcue from the flames, they 
proceeded, directing their courſe to the South 
Wet, till in lat. 54 deg. 46 min. they came in 
ſight of an opening, to which (having happily 
paſſed it) they gave the name of Strait le Maire 
in compliment to the principal projector of 
the voyage, though that honour was certainly 
due to Schouten, who had the direction of the 
ſhip. Having ſoon after weathered the ſouth- 
ernmoſt point of the American Continent, they 
called that promontary Cape Horne, or more 
properly Hoorn, after the town in Holland 
where the project was firſt ſecretly concerted 
and two iſlands which they had paſſed,” they 
named Bernevelt Iſles. They had no ſooner 
cleared the land, than they changed their courſe 
FA C 3 to 
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to the Northward, with a view to make ſome 
ſtay at Juan Fernandes to refit; but finding 
both iflands inacceſſible, by reaſon of the great 
ſwell, they were obliged to continue their yoy- 
age till a more favourable opportunity ſnauld 
offer ta refreſh the crew. The firſt land. they 
made was a new diſcoyesy-in lat. 15-degrees, 
25 min. long. 136 deg. 30 min. W. and happen- 
ed to be a ſmall low ifland, which afforded them 
no other refreſhment, except a ſcanty portion ai 
ſcurvy-graſs, but no water. They named this 
Dog Ifland, from a fingular circumſtanee of 


finding in it dumb dogs that could neither bark 


nor ſnarl. About ſevendegrees further weſt, qhey 
fell in with another ifland, which they called 
Sondre Ground, becauſe they founded, but found 
no bottom. Still continuing their courſe to the 
Weſtward, they came to an iſland, to which 
they gave the name of Waterland, as it afforded 
them a freſh ſupply of water, of which they 
ſtood in much need. Fliey likewiſe procured 
plenty of freſh herbs ; but not being able to 
come to an anchor, they kept their eontſe, and

The Voyagers now began to feel 
diſtreſs, and to repent of their raſh adventure ; 
they held a conſultation in what manner to pro- 
Ceed, deing in want of almoſt every neceſſary · 
Fortune, however, did more in their favour- | 
than their own proweſs; for after having paſſed | 
the Iſland of Hope, (fo called to expreſs their 
feelings) where they were very roughly re> 
ceived, they arrived at a moſt delightful ifland, 
abounding with every bleſſing that nature could 
beſtow ; and inhabited by a people who ſeemed 
ſenſible of their own happy ſtate, and ready to 
ſhare with thoſe who were in want of the good 
things which they themſelves poſſeſſed, and 
which they ſo generouſly beſtowed even to 
profuſion, Here the Voyagers refitted their 
ſhips, recovered their fick, recrvited their al- 
moſt exhauſted ſtock of proviſions, by a plenti- 
ful ſupply of hogs, and with as large quantities 
of the delicious fruits with which the iſland was 
ſtored, as they could conveniently ſtowe, This 
proving a ſecond home to them, they gave it 
the name of Hoorn Maud, for the very reaſon - 
already aſſigned. It is ſituated in lat. 14 deg. 
56 min. South, long. 129 deg. 30 min. Eaſt, . 
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and in every reſpedt reſembles the iſland of 
Oraheite, except in its naval ſtrength, i in which | 
there is no competition. 

Being now plentifully relieved, Al thi crew 
in high health, and having no hope of diſcover- 
ing the Continent of which they came in ſearch, 
they determined to return home by the neareſt 
tract: accordingly they altered theit courſe to 
the North Weſt, till they approaehed the line, 
and paſſing many iſtands, to which they gave 
names, as appearances or circumſtances pre- 
ſented, as Green Iſland, St. John's Iſland, &c. 
they 'coaſted-the North fide of New Britain, 
and airived at Bantham, in the Eaſt Indies, 
where their ſhip was ſeized, and their cargo 
confiſcated at the inſtance of the Dutch'Eaſt- 
India Company, under pretence of being en- 
gaged in contraband trade. It is remarkable 
that hitherto they had only loſt four men,; one | 
of whom died on their landing. 
la i623, Prince Maurice and the States of

In 1 719, Captain Clipperton paſſed the Straits 
with a view to enrich his owners by the ſpoil of 
the Spaniards. He returned likewiſe through 
the Ladrone Iſlands, conſequentiy could make 
no diſcoveries in the Pacific Seas. 


In 1721, "the Dutch Eaſt- India Company, at 
che inſtance of Captain Rogge wein, fitted out a 
reſpectahle fleet, for the diſcovery of that con- 
tinent, which lay hitherto undiſcovered, though 
univerſally believed to exiſt. Three ſtout ſhips 
were appointed, and well provided for this 
ſervice; the Eagle of 36 guns and 111 men, 
on board of which embarked K n . as 
Commodore, having under him Capt. Colter, 
an experienced navigator; the Tienhoven of a8 
guns, and 100 men, of which Capt. Bowman 
was commander; and the African Galley, com- 
manded by Capt. Roſenthall. From this voyage 
every thing was hoped. The equipment of the 
ſhips, the appointment of the commanders, 
and above all, the hereditary zeal of the Com- 
modore which he inherited from his father, for 
the ſervice, all contributed to raiſe the expefta- 
tions of Europe to the higheſt pitch.” Before 
they arrived at the Straits of Magellan, they 


had encountered the moſt boiſterous ſeas, and 
endured 
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endured the moſt intolerable hardhips. They had 
ſooner entered the Straits, than they were again 
attacked by tempeſtuous weather; the ſtorm 
was ſcarce abated, when they were alarmed by 
the fight of a veſſel, which they took either for 
a pirate or a Spaniſh ſhip of war, and as ſhe 
ſeemed to approach very faſt, were preparing 
for an engagement, when, to their agreeable 
ſurprize, they diſcovered it to be the Tienhoven's 
ſhallop, on board of which was Capt. Bowman, 


who had been ſeparated three months before, 
and it was concluded had been cngulphed in | 


the hurricane. that happened when the Tieg- 
hoven loſt her main-top and mizen- maſts, and 


the Eagle her mainſail- yard. They mutually 
rejoiced at each others eſcape. Capt. Bowman 
thought they had periſhed in the ſtorm, and 
they had given him over for loſt.

They proceed - 
ed to the Southern extremity of New Holland, 
and from thence to the Bay of Iſlands in New 
Zealand, where M. de Marion was killed with 
twenty · eight of his men by the natives. He 
was obliged, having loſt his maſts, to look out 
for new ones in the woods of this country; but 
when he had found trees fit for his purpoſe, 
neceſſity obliged him to cut a road three miles 
long through the thickets, to bring them to 
the water-fide, While one party of his people 
were employed in this ſervice, another party 
was placed on an iſland in the bay, to. cleanſe 
the caſks, and fill them with water: and a third | 
was occaſionally ſent on ſhore to cut wood for 
the ſhip's uſe. Thus employed, they had been 
here thirty-three days upon the beſt terms wich 
the natives, who freely offered their women. to 
the ſailors, when M. de Marion, nat ſuſpeRing 
any treachery, went one morning as was his cuſtom 
to viſit the different parties that were at work, 
vithout leaving word that he intended to come 
back to the ſhips the ſame day. Having called 
to ſee the Waterers, he vent next to the Hippab, 
a fortification of the natives, where he com- 
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monly uſed to ſtop in his way to the carpenters,” 
encamped in the woods; with M. Cromee ut 
their head, to ditect their operations.” Fee he 
was ſuddenly ſet upon; and wir his few. t- 
tendants, barbarouſſy buichered; as were thei 
boar's:crew that carried him on ſhore. - Newt! 
morning, the Lieutenant who commended on 
board, not knowing what had happened, {ene 
a party to cut wood, and when every One wi 
at work, the natives watched- the + opportunity 
to fall upon them likewiſe, and murdezed every 
one except a fingle failor, who ran for hiv life," 
and threw himſelf, wounded into the ſea. Be- 
ing ſeen from the ſhips, he was ſpeedily 
taken on board, and gave the general alarm. 
M. Crozet's fituation in the woods,” with his 
ſmall party, was now become moſt critical.” A” 
corporal and four marines was immediately dif" 
patched to acquaint him of his danger; while" 
ſeveral boats attended to receive his people,” at 
a place where the ſick had been ledge itr tents, 
for the recovery of their health. He diſpoſed! 

every thing as welt as the cime would admit, 

and effected his retreat to the fra ſide. Here hie 

found mottitudes of the natives afferhbled, dbeſt 

in their habits of war; with ſeveral chiefs ur tler 

: head. M. Crozet ordered the marines wii ar- 
tended him, to direct their fire, in cafe he found" 

it neceflary to give the word, againſt ſuclf per- 

ſons as he ſhould point out. He then com- 
manded the carpenters and 2 
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ſtrike the tents, and the fick to emberle n 
with their whole apparatus, while he with the 
immediately” told them, that M. Marion was 
killed by another chief, upon which M. Cronet 

ſeized a ſtake; and forcing it into the ground, 
made ſigns that he ſhould advance no farther. 
The countenance wich which this actiom was 
attended, ſtartled the ſavage, whoſe trepidity 
M. Croaer obſerving, inſiſted on his command - 
ing the crowd to fig down, which was accord 


ingly complied with. He now paraded in front 
of the enemy till all his people were embarked, 
bis ſoldiers were then ordered to follow, and 
bimſelf was the laft who entered the boat. He 
had ſcarce: put aff when the whole body of 
natives began their ſong of defiance, and di- 
charged their vollies of ſtones; however, a ſhot 
from the ſhip ſoon diſperſed them, and the com- 
pany got all ſafe on board. From this time, 
the natives beeame troubleſome, and made 
ſeveral attempts to attack his people by fur- 
prize. They formed an attack - againſt the 
watering party in the night, which, but for the 
vigilance of the guard, would have been fatal 
to them; they afrerwards openly attacked the 
ſhips in more than a hundred large canoes, full 
of men, who had cauſe ſorely to repent rheir 
audacity, and-ſeverely felt the effect of Euro- 
pean arms. At length M. Crozer finding it 
* to ſupply the ſhips with maſts, un- 
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30 Carr. COO kN Vorack. 
leſs he could drive the natives from his neigh- 
bourhood, made an attack upon their Hippah, 
which they vainly boaſted was beyond his power 
to approach. He placed the carpenters in the 
front, who in an inſtant levelled their palli- 
ſadoes with the ground; then cut a breach 
through the mound, and levelled the ditch, 
behind which their warriors ſtood in great num. 
bers on their fighting ſtages. 


Into this breach a chief inſtantly threw him- 
ſelf, with his ſpear in his hand: He was ſhot 
dead by M. Crozet's markſmen, and preſently 
another occupied his place, ſtepping on the 
dead body. He likewiſe fell a victim to his 
intrepid courage, and in the ſame manner eight 
chiefs ſucceſſively defended it, and bravely fell 
in this poſt of honour. The reſt ſeeing their 
leaders dead, took flight, and the French 
| purſued and killed numbers of them. 
M. Crozet offered fifty dollars to any perſon 

who ſhould take a New Zealander alive, but 

this was found impracticable. A, ſoldier ſeized 

an old man, and began to drag him towards 
bis Captain, but the ſavage, being diſarmed, 
bit into the fleſby part of his enemy's hand, 
the exquiſite pain of which, ſo enraged. the 
ſoldier, that he ran the fellow through with his 
bayonet. M. Crozet found great quantities df 
arms, tools and clothing, in this Hippah, 10 
gether with ſtore of dried fiſh and roots, Which 
ſeemed to be intended for winter provifion, 
He 
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He now compleated the . re of his. ſhips — 
Vvithout interruption, and 3 his voy- | 1 
age, afier a ſtay of ſixty four days in this Bay of / s 
Iflinds. From wheice, after paſſing through the 
Weſtern part of the South Sea, he returned by 
the Philippinas, | to the Ille of France. 
| There appears ſome inconſiſtency in the 
above relation, which we cannot help remarking. 
it ſeems improbable, if M. Marion was mudered 

in the Hippah, firuated on the prominence of an 

inacceſſible rock, that the boatmen below, who 
| Landed him, ſhould not make their eſcape, and 
much more improbable, that neither the leader 
nor his followers ſhould be miſſed, till the 
woodmen were maſſacred by the favages the 
next day. Upon the whole, we are rather in- 
clined to think, conſidering - the ſtrengrh of the 
place, that the loſs might be ſuſtained in fair 
combat. M. Marion might find ir neceſſury for 
the ſafety of his people, to endeavour to drive 
the ſavages from their Hippah or Fort, which 
is one of the ſtrongeſt in New Zealand. 'Cap- 
tain Cook, after deſcribing it, adds, that ic 
muſt be conſidered as a place of great ſtrength, 
in which a ſmall number of reſolute men may 
defend themſelves againſt all the force, which a 
people with no other arms than thoſe that are 
there in uſe, could bring againſt it. M. Cro- 
zet, therefore, might think it leſs diſhonourable 
| to attribute the loſs of his General and fo many

We were now accompanied with a great ya- 
nety of ſea fowl, among which were, pintadoes, 


ſheerwaters, fulmers,' and grey peterels, which 
laſt ſeldom eppear at any conſiderable diſtance 


from land. 

On the 23d, (aofwering to the middle of June 
in the Northern Hemiſphere) the weather clear- 
ed up, and we were proceeding at a great rate, 
all reefs our, when on a ſudden the weather 
coming on hazey, increaſed to a fog, and we 
again Joft fight of the Reſolution ; but on 
ringing the fog bell, and firing a gun, we were 
anſwered by our conſort, to our ĩnexpreſſible joy. 


About 12 at noon, the fog began to diſperſe, 
a clear fun-fhine brightened the horizon, and 


land. This, as it was unexpected, was the 
more welcome. The man at che maſt- head 
anounced it; but as it ſeemed at a great diſ- 
tance, very loſty, with the ſummirs of its hills 
involved in miſt, ſome of our officers who hae 


ſhewed that we were at no great diſtance from

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accompanied Captain Cook i in his former voy- 
age, and had ex rienced many diſappoiot- 
ments from the fallacious reſemblance of ice 
iſlands to thoſe of land, expreſſed their doubts, 
However, the nearer we approached | ir, the 
more convinced we were of its reality. But 


what ſeemed to us very ſingular, the ſea began 
to change its complexion, and from a dark 
green colour, to look white like milk; we had 


indeed obſerved the like phœnomenon before, 
| on croſſing the Tropic in the Northern He- 
W miſphere; but do not recollect any ſuch ; appear- 
ance noticed by former voyagers in theſe bigh 
Southern latitudes” 

On the Mn, we obſerved great quantities of 
ſea - weed floating on the ſurface, and the ſea- 
dirds to encreaſe; and before noon were ſo near 
the land as to diſcover rocks towering one upon 
another, as we imagined, to an immenſe height: 
- but could diſcern no plantations'or other indica- 
tions of its being inhabited. As the coaſt appear- 
ed bold and rocky, it was judged ,proper to 
proceed with caution. When we. firſt diſcover- 
ed land, it bore South, but on advancing dow- 
ly, we came in ſight of a ſeparate iſland, bear- 
ing S E by S; which in the direction we firſt 
beheld it, ſeemed to be part * one and the 
ſame iſland. . 

On the 25th, at ſix in the morning, wore 
ſhips, and ſiood in for the land : we paſſed the 


tremendous rock, which firſt came in view, and.

On the 5 at four ia ide eos 
boats were ſent out to recorinoitre the coaſt, 
and, if poſſible, to diſcover a more convenient 
harbour for taking in water. About ſeven they 
returned, having found a bottle with a letter. 
incloſed, importing that in January 1772, this 
iſland wag diſcovered by M. de Kerguelen ; that 
it contained plenty of water, but no wood; 
that it was barren and without inhabitants; but 
that the ſhores abounded with ſiſh, and the land 
with ſeals, ſea-lions and penguins. The har- 
bour where this bottle was depoſited, being 
more commodious than that where the ſhips 
were anchored ; and Capt. Cook intending to 
keep Chriſtmas here, and refreſh his men, gave. 
orders to weigh, and the ſhips to change their 
ſtation z which orders were inſtantly obeyed. 
The contents of the letter. incloſed in the 
bottle were in every reſpect found to be true; 
2 ſhort account therefore of the voyager who 
left ir, will be neceſſary to render our account 
of the diſcoveries in the South Seas compleat. | 
„M. de Kerguelen, a Lieutenant in the 
French ſervice, had the command of two ſhips 
given him, the La Fortune, and Le Gros Vent. 
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lowing, diſcovered the two iſles of which we ate

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He failed from the Mauritius about che: lente 
end of 177i, and og the 19th of January fol- 


new ſpeaking, and to which he gave the names 
of the Ifles of Fortune, Soon after M. de Ker- 
guelen ſaw land, as it is faid, of a conflilerable 
extent and height, upon which he ſent one of 
the officers of his own ſhip a- head in the cutter; 
to ſound. But the wind blowing freſh, the Cap- 
taln of the other ſhip, (M. de St. Allovarn) in 
the Gros Ventre, ſhot a- head, and fading a 
bay to which ho gave bis ſhip's name, ordered 
Nis yaw to take poſſeſſion. In the mean time, 
M. de Kerguelen being driven to leeward, and 
unable again to recover his ſtation, both boats 

returned on board the Gros Ventre, and the 
cutter was cut a-drift on aecount of the bad 
weather. M. Kerguelen returned to the Mau- 
ritius, and M. de St. Allouarn continued for 
three days to take the hearings of this land, and 
doubled its Northern extremity, beyond which 
it trended to the South-caſtward. He coaſted 
it for the ſpace of twenty leagues, but finding 
it high and inacceſſible, and deſtitute of trees, 
he ſhaped his courſe to New Hollagd, and from 
thence returned by way of Timor and Batavia, 
to the Ile of France, whete he died.

Mr, Nel- 
fon, a gentleman whom Mr. Banks ſent out to 
collect ſuch varieties as he ſhould find indige- 
nous to the iſlands and climates through which, 
he ſhould paſs, found growing among thoſe 
cliffs, a kind of yellow moſs of a filky fofrneſs, 
which he had not yet diſcovered i in any of his 
former reſearches. 
On the 2gth, the Reſolution weighed, with 
orders to ſurround the iſland, in order to ex- 
plore the oppoſite fide, which, however, upon 
examination, was found equally barren, craggy. 
ſteep, and deſolate, with that we had juſt left. 
Penguins and ſea- lions, were its Chief inhabi- 
tants, among which our people made great 
havock ; of the former for the ſake of provi- 
ſion, penguins having been found tolerableeating 
when freſh, or juſt ſalted ; and of the latter, for 
blubber, which was afterwards boiled and con- 
verted into oil on our arrival at New Zealand.

ed had, been thrown down by t the violence of 
the wind, _ 
On the 28th, Cape. Cook, accompanied by 
officers and gentlemen from both ſhips, and 
guarded by.a party of marines, made a ſecgod 
 excurlign. into the country in order to make 
diſcoveries, and to procure, if polũble, an in- 
terview with ſome of the inhabitants z they 
penetrated ſeveral miles through paths. that 
ſeemed to have been frequented, before they 
could ger ſight of any human being, ll at 
length paſſing by the edge of an almoſt impe- 
netrable thicker they heard a ruſtling which at 
firſt they miſtook for the rouſing of ſome wild 
beaſt; bur' ſearching cloſely they found it to be 
a girl quite naked and alone. At firſt ſhe ſeem- 
ed much frightened ; but being kiadly treated, 
and her apprehenſions of death removed, ſhe 
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became docite, and rexdy to ani wer every thing 

we could render inteNligible w her underftund- 
ing. We queſtioned her concerning her ten- 
dence, which we did by p inting to every beat- 
en path, walking a Tittle way in it, and then 
returning and raking another, mai totions 
to her at the ſame time to lead us along and we 
would follow her. To make her quite eaſy,” 
ane of our company pulled off his handkerchief” 
and put it about her Fd by way of ornament, 
and another covered her head with his cap, and 
then diſmiſſed her. She ran among the buſties, 
and in leſs than an hour pine men of the thiddfe' 
ſtature made their appearance, naked but armed 
according to the faſhion of their country theſe 

were kindly treated by the company, one gentle 
man giving to one a partof his cloathiog, another 
putting ſomething upon a ſecond, and fo on till 
each had received ſome trifling ornament for 
his perſon, when all took their light at once 
as if by Hgnal, and vaniſhed in an inftant.

On the zoth, the poor wretches: of natives 
being now diveſted of their fears, iſſued from 


the thickets like herds of deer from a foreſt, 


and drew themſelves up in ranks on the beech, 
making ſigns for our people to come on' ſhore, 


probably with a view to partake of our bounty, 


certainly not with any defign to do us any hurt. 
They were indeed armed with lances about two 
feet long, terminated by a ſhark's tooth or piece 
of bone ſharpened to a point, which they threw
